Historical Overview of the University 


Throughout the first half of the nineteenth century the then British rulers of tbe country 
‘were coming to realize the need for establishing modem universities in India, partly in 
their own interests and partly as a result ofthe efforts of a small group of liberals with 
the desire to spread modern education among the Indian masses 

In 1845, the Council of Education. ‘consisting of F Millett, James Alexander, C.C. 
Egerton, Rassomay Dutt, Prosunno Coomar Tagore and Dr. F.J Mouat formulated a 
proposal for the establishment of a University in Calcutta. The proposed University of 
Calcutta was to consist of a Chancellor, a Vice-Chancellor and Fellows. The Governor: 
General of India was to be the Chancellor and Visitor of the University. There would be 
four Faculties. The Chancellor, the Vice-Chancellor, and the members of the Faculties 
were to form a body politic and corporate to be known as the ‘University of Calcutta and 
10 constitute the Senate for its governance. They should have the power to frame byclaws. 
and regulations, grant degrees and manage the affairs of the University. 

In July 1854, the Court of Directors of the East India Company sent a ‘despatch’ 
to the Governor General in Council suggesting the establishment of the Universities of 
Calcutta, Bombay and Madras. In pursuance of the despatch, the University of Calcutta 
was founded on January 24,1857 by an Act of Incorporation of the Legislative Council 
(Aet No. Il of 1857) 

Sir James William Colvile was appointed the first Vice-Chancellor of the 
University of Calcutta. The Lieutenant Govemors of Bengal and North-Western 
Provinces, the Chief Justice of Bengal, the Bishop of Calcutta and members of the 
Supreme Council of India, all for the time-being, were to be ex-officio Fellows of the 
University of Calcutta. Twenty-nine Ordinary Fellows were also nominated. The 
Governor-General-in-Counel of India also laid down certain directions regarding the 
appointment of the Registrar of the University and the examiners for different 
‘examinations. The Senate was directed to promulgate the rules proposed by the 
Committee and approved by the Government and frame such others as might be 

The first meeting of the Senate was held on 3rd January 1857 where the Vice 
Chancellor and twenty two Fellows were present. The Senate appointed Colne! 
W. Grappel, Professor of Jurisprudence, Presidency College, Registrar of the 
ji Reign ea ex havea visible embodiment until 1873. On the basis of 
plans and programmes initiated in 1862, the Senate of the University formally enero 
and took possession ofthe stately Senate Hall of classic dignity on 12 March, 1873. 
onthe occasion of the Annual Convocation ceremony, led by the then Vice 
Chancellor, E.C. Bailey and the Chancellor Lord Northbrook. 
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‘The Hon'ble Justice Goorosdas Wanerjee became the fiest Indian Vice-Chancellor 
‘of University of Calcutta in he year 1890. 

On 13 March, 1875, Vice-Chancellor Bailey remarked in his Convocation 
Address that time had arrived when the Unversity itself might very properly, within its 
means, assume, to some extent, actual teaching of the highest character. The Indian 
Universities Act 1904 ushered in a new era in the role of the University as a teaching 
body. In addition to its role as an institution of knowledge-testing and knowledge- 
rewarding, it was also recognised as an agency for teaching and research. The new 
principle lad down by the Act of 1904 and the measures for post graduate teaching 
adopted by Sir Asutosh Mookerjee as Vice-Chancellor during the period from 1906. 
1914, culminated in 1917 in centraising all postgraduate teaching under the direct

‘oworces together the Darbhanga Building was created and the University Library was 
Stablished in 1912. Thus was laid the foundation of the Library, which today has grown. 
into what may be called the University Library system consisting of a Central Library 
and Departmental Libraries in the main campus and other University Campuses. 








In 1934, a proposal was mooted to establish an art gallery and museum in 
connection with post-graduate studies in Ancient Indian History and Culture ook 
‘shape and form in 1937 when the Asutosh Museum of Indian Art was opened in the 
‘Western Hall of Senate House. Today Asutosh Museum is one of the richest University 
museums in India. 

The University Press was by no means a new establishment, having been founded 
in 1890 for printing various documents of the University and in 1938, it had to be 
transferred to a spacious mansion built for the purpose „at 48 Hazra Road, in the southern 
part of the city. In 1952, it was thoroughly reorganized into a fist grade press 

The Calcutta University Act, 1951, came into operation from March 1954 and 
brought about important changes in the constitution and character of the University. 
The Act provided for Post-graduate teaching in constituent colleges along with the 
University colleges. The Calcutta University Act, 1966, which was passed for 
reorganization of the University, came into force on September 18, 1968 

The University is now governed by the Calcutta University Act 1979. The 
Act provides for the reconstitution of the University to enable it to function more 
«effectively in the fields of teaching, training and research in various branches of learning. 
and courses of study and for higher education to meet the growing needs of the society. 
‘The CU, Act, 1979 has ensured democratization of the various authorities of the 
University, It has given sufficient autonomy to the academic bodies of the University.

The Libraries of Caleutta University consist of the Central Library, two campus. 
Libraries, thirty-nine departmental libraries and two libraries of the Advanced Centres, 
The libraries arc spread over eight campuses. Departmental libraries are located within 
the department concemed. 

The Central Library of the University is located at College Street Campus. 
The University has also a very rich collection of manuscripts, in Bengali, Sanskrit, 
Tibetan, Persian, and Arabic. The University library is subscribing to 795 journal 
tithes, of which 549 are foreign. 

The Central Library is housed in a nine-storied building. Being in the middle of 
the city, it is easily accessible from all campuses of the University. It has a carpet area of 
about $0,000 square feet. The library remains opens from 9amto 8pm. except 
Saturdays and Sundays when it remains open till $ pm. The library collection is arranged. 
subject-wise. Faculty members are entitled to getting 15 books at a time, PG students 
2 books, research scholars 5 books and non-teaching staff 2 books. The library provides 
consultation facilities to outside scholars. teachers and students of the affiliated colleges 
for specific period.

Asutosh Museum of Indian Art, the first public museum in any University in India, 
was established in 1937. Named after Asutosh Mookerjee, the great educationist who. 
introduced the study of Indology including Indian art and archaeology at the University 
level, this Museum stands for preservation, presentation and study of objects of Indian 
art and antiquity particularly of eastern India. From a humble beginning with only $ 
objects, the collections have, within a span of sixty-five years or so, swelled to. more 
than 25,000 items consisting of sculptures, paintings, folk-art objects, textiles, terracortas. 
tc, of extraordinary variety, providing a wide panorama of cultural endeavours of the 
people throughout the ages, 

Since its inception, the Museum had to change its location more than once 
Originally, the collections were housed in the rear portion of the old Senate Hall from. 
where the portable exhibits were shifted to Murshidabad Imambada and heavy stone 
sculpture deposited underground in 1942, due to the threat of bombing. The collections 
‘came back to their old location after five years only to be shifted again in 1960, to make 
room for its new building Having sojoumed in a temporary home for seven years, the 
Museum returned in 1967 to the newly constructed Centenary Building of the University 
where the ground and first floors accommodate the galleries, m 
administration of the establishment 

The Museum that has grown through more than sixty-five years now, has not only 
gained an accommodation befitting its utility and stature but has also eared a reputation 
as being a premier museum of national importance. It has more than 8000 rare and 
valuable exhibits, including a representative coin collection, a folk - art gallery, 
sculpture, paintings, terracoti's, textiles, metal and ivory objects, etc. illustrating the 
different phases of Indian Art, specially of Eastern India and Bengal from t 
century BC to modem times.

The University of Calcutta (established on 24 January, 1857) will enter 
its 150th year in January, 2006. Since this was the first modem university 
‘established in (the then undivided) India, the occasion will also mark thc 150 
year of the introduction of modern university education in the Indian 
sub-continent, We plan to celebrate this truly historic occasion in a befitting 
manner. 


However, the University community feels that in order to celebrate the 
occasion properly as much attention should be given to plans for long torm 
development of the University as to the commemorative functions that are 
‘usually held on such occasions 


So far as the development needs of the University are concemed, the most 
pressing requirements relate to creation of additional built-up space and for 
renovation of the existing space, While other requirements (teaching posts 
‘equipment etc) are met to some extent by the University’s own resources and 
grunts received from various agencies (notably, the state government. the UGC 
private donors ete.) it is difficult to raise the relatively large amount of resources 
required for new construction and for a through overhaul of the existing 
‘buildings, Added to these is the need to digitize the large number of books and 
other documents in the Library and to set up digital archives 


It is aho felt that to commemorate the occasion suitably a permanent 
exhibition on the rich and colourful history of the University should be aet up 
Some of the exhibits can be used to form a mobile exhibition and can be «cri 
out to the districts and the villages, There are also proposals to produce + 
documentary film on the history and the current activities of the University, to 
institute few commemorative prizes etc

Three great Universities of India-Calcuta, Madras and Mumbai (the then Bombay) 

were established in 1857. AIL. of these three universities will, therefore, enter their 
150th year in 2006. On this historic occasion, these three great institutions have come 
forward to establish stronger links between themselves. On 23 April, 2005 the 
Vice-Chancellors of the throe Universities signed a tripartite MOU at the Rashtrapati 
Bhavan, New Delhi in the kind presence of the President of India, Dr. AJ, Abdul 
Kalam. The MOU specified a brand range of collaborative activities including 
‘student and teacher exchange programmes, collaborative research projects and joint 
degrees 


As a part of this programme, a plan for connecting the three universities through 
EDUSAT, the recently launched satelite devoted to educational purposes, has been 
taken up. The idea is to make interactive video-conferencing facilities available via 
satellite Interlinking The President of India Dr API Abdul Kalam formally 
inaugurated this "Virtua! University’ programme by giving an interactive Video-addhess 
to the teachers and students of these three Universities from the Rashirapat) Bhavan, 
New Delhi by using satellite interlinkage. Regular interactions between the teachers 
and students of the three universities by using this facility will make the tripartite
